Last year, Kingston celebrated the 
two hundred and fiftieth anniversary. I 
of the founding of Fort Cataraqui by. 
the French, and various other places 
in Ontario are proud to trace their 
history as far back as the days when 
the French were in possession of 
Canada.’ Yet there is'a village in the 
Province which claims to be eren 
oldér than Kingston, to hare the 
longest’ continudus white settlement 
in Ontario, and, what is more re- 
markable, {¢ was founded by the Eng- 
lish, not by the French. % 

We divide Ontario roughly into 
two parts, Old Ontario and New On- 
tarlo, yet portions of New Ontario can 
claim that they were settled while 
most of the southern portion of the 
Province was almost unknown. Even 
seventy-five years ago, maps of Can- 
ada, published in Great Britain, show 
the Hudson. Bay Company poste In 
the: far north with more accuracy 
than many places farther south, 
which sre to-day thriving towns and 
cities, : 

Of these Hudson Bay posts, the 
oldest in Ontario fs Moose’ Factory, 
situated on an‘ island In the Moose 
river, six miles from James Bay. The 
Orst- fort was established there’ In 
2671, three years ‘before Frontenac 
duillt the fort that bore his name, 
and It is safe to say that no part of 
{Ontario has a‘more tnteresting his- 
tory than this'little northern’ village. 

To-day, Moose Factory is still al- 
most two hundred ‘miles from the 
nearest railway. ‘For two centuries 
and a half, the only method of com- 
munication between Moose Factory 
andthe South was by canoe in sum- 
mer and dog train in winter. For 
the Past two or three years, it has 
been posalble to go by airplane, the 
trip from Remt Lake, near Cochrane, 
to the Bay, a distance of two hun- 
dred miles, requiring two hours. By 
canoe, the round trip requires three 
weeks, : 

James Bay was discovered in 1610 
by Menry Hudson, who was seeking 
the Northwest Passage to China. He 
wintered there with his ahip, the Dis- 
covery, but on his way homé the'crew 
mutinied and he was set’ adrift. 
Twenty years later, Captain Thomas 
James of Bristol, Engtand,: explored 
the bay, which was named aftor him. 

In 1668, a number of English gén- 
tlemen sent two ships (o Hudson Bay. 
One of these, the Ni such, entered 
the bay and built Post on the 
Rupert river, the factory of which 
Mr. Watt fs now the Nead. Tne cargo 
of furs carried home by this ship was 
so valuable that King Charles was 
asked for a charter, which he granted 
In 1670. This was the beginning of 
the great Hudson “Bay ‘Company, 
which has played 90 large a part in 
{Canadian history, 

The next yedt, 1671, this company 
founded two more posts, now known 
as Moose Facfory and Fort Albany, 
both of which kre in Ontario. Moose 
Factory was formerlf known as Port 
the} Hayes and, by the French, as Fort 

1 | Monsonts. ; ; 

About Afteen years after these 
forts were built, the French in Can- 
ada determined to force the English 
out of Jamea Bay. Chevallor de 
Troves was placed in command of 100 
men which proceeded there and made 
& surprise attack and captured the 
fort casily with no loss of life on 
elther side, proceeding at once to Ru- 
pert’s House, which is now In Quebec. 
Here they met some resistance, which 
was speedily overcome by dropping 
bombs down the chimney. Six were 
killed and two injured. Fort Albany 
was also taken along with furs valued 
at 50,000 crowns. 

During the following years, these 
bosts changed ‘hands several times, 
but the last battle wan the greatest 
and most spectacular of alt.” In 1687, 
the Frenchman, D'Iberville, took fivo 
ships from Quebec with the intention 
of capturing Fort Nelson, a post 
satadlished later than the dthers, but

Irishing Ireland proceeda with re- | 


markable speed. - The street letter 
boxes of Dublin are now painted a 
dark green, and the very warning n0- 
tices on 2 fresh and smeary coat are 
in the Gaelic characters. The streets 
of Ireland's metropolis are now re- 


named bilingually. 

Suppose you want to call at the 
headquarters of the Irish Provisional 
Government, and that you want the 
Ministry. of Local Affairs. A zealous 
and dutiful policeman will correct 
you sternly when you ask his guld- 
ance. \What you really want, it 
seems, is tho “Risltay Sealadach nab 
Etreann,” and the department you 
seek Is the “‘Alreacht Um Rialtas 
Alttull."* 2 

“Where shall I,find it?” you ask 
the officer feebly. . 

“In Sraid Mbuirbtheon Uach,” 
snaps the blue-coated Gael. And this 
Irish stroke a kinder person further 
along translates for you as “Upper 
Merrion Street.”* 

_Men’s names are likewlse queerly 
transformed, as we all remember 
from the signatures of the five pleni- 
potentlaries on the. historic peace 
pact of December, 1921. Thus Mr. 
Ernest Blythe, the Finance Minister, 
algns himself “Earnan de Blagd."” J 
defy aby man Ilving—other than a 
Gaelle scholar--to decipher the sig- 
nature of Mr. George Gavan Duffy, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, who 
Preceded the present holder of that 
portfolio, Desmond Fitz-Gerald. 

The new Irish Parilament is known 
as “An Dail,” or the Assembly. To 
gain admission to a session you must 
procure a “Ticeud Cuairteora,” or 
Vieltor’a. voucher. Members of the 
Congress are known as ‘Teachtal,” or 
delegates. The Speaker calls the roll 
in Gaelic. And a fluent Irish “T.D." 
Ike the late Cathal Brugha (Charles 
Burgess) drove home to non-Gaelle- 
speaking Deputies their neglect of 
the native tongue. 

“I Know perfectly well (1 heard 
the sturdy Cathal cry from his red 
seat in the crowded Chamber) that 
the two gentlemen who have preced- 
ed me (Arthur GriMith and Kelvin 
O'Higgins) do not understand their 
own language. So I will now speak 
to them in the language they do 
understand!** And therewith the re- 
publican stalwart dropped Into the 
Sassenach tongue, which is all too 
familar in “‘An -Dail.” 

Wherever you turn in Ireland to- 
day you are confronted with the Irish 
language.. There are posters and pro- 
clamations in Gaelic on the walls and 
hoardings. There are names and 
signs over the shops and in the win- 
dows; there are articles in Irish in 
the newspapers, and special literary 
and political journals are published. 

Even the famous Jobo Bull is now 
referred to as “Sean Buldh.”” And, 
worst of all, Dublin herself Is become 
“Balle Ath-Cliath,” or the city of the 
Ford of the Hurdles. The.ancieat 
name ia now revived from the second 
century A.D., before “Dubh-linn” 
(the Town of the Black Pool) was 
even a village, with a crossing con- 
trived over the boggy stream of the 
Liffey. 

This passion for changing names 
is fraught with confusion for return- 
ed exiles and visitors generally. Thus 
Sackville Street—of tragic 1916 
memory—is now O'Connell street. 
Rutland Square has been renamed af- 
ter Parnell. The great ocean Port of 
Queenstown is altered to Cobh; and 
the unwary may lose the mall steam- 
er for Holyhead through ignorance 
of the fact that Kingstown is now 
known as “Dun Laoghaire.” 

No civil servant can hope for a job 
or for promotion who cannot speak 
and write the Irish language. This 
is especially the case in the new na- 
tlon’s post office, where I saw old men 
measengers and doorkeepers poring 
over Irish primers while they sat 
waiting for orders. 

Then the Gaélic League is a power- 
ful force in this Irish process, Its 
activities extend to the fostering of 
Gaelic plays and books, all the way 
from hursery rhymes to fat diction- 
aries. The league takes charge of the 
dancing section of Aonach Talltean, 
or the National Festival of Games. 

Even opera In Irish is an accom- 
Plished fact. Dr. Robert O'Dwyer, 
the Dublin Corporation Professor ‘of 
Irish Music at the National Univer- 
alty, produced a beautiful and ela- 
borate work by subscription. And 
now Mr. Vincent O'Brien has just 
given a series of performances of 
“Maoile,” a new opera in Gaelle 
which won the first prize in the 
Gaelic League (Connradh na Gaed- 
bilge) contest of 1920. 3 

The Irishing of Ireland may be 
awkward for visitors; for the pub- 
lishers of guide books, too, and even 
for natives who have grown up-with’ 
no knowledge of Gaelic at all. Rut it 
remains a thing of vital energy in 
the new surge of nationhood—as the

Govérnment in the old country Is

- |, Under the establishment df Home 
Rule in Ireland there came a treaty 
protiding the fixture of a boundary 
line between Ulster and the south. 
By this treaty a Boundary Commis- 


sion was provided which was to have 


drawn the dividing line. 

Partly because Ulster had no sey, 
ia this treaty between the British 
Government and the Free State, the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 

~Council ruled that the British Gov- 
crnment could not bring the treaty 
into effect. without fresh legislation. 

Apparently” Premier Macdonald is 
now to offer legislation which will 
inake it necessary for Ulster to ar- 
bitrate over the boundary line. 

‘The disputed area consists of the 
provinces of Tyrone:and Fermanagh. 
The Boundary Commission will have 
to decide whether they shall go to 
the North or to the South. There 
will be dissatisfaction no matter 
which way the question is settled, 
which at least goes to show that old 
Ireland has a considerable way to go 
get on the, road. to happiness.

Not long ago’a writer of juds- 


ment declared the view of Lake 
Louise to bo, the finest bit of natural 
scenery at one spot in theworld., The 
lake itself, upps;the edge of which }; 
the chalet Nas grown’ by stages into | 
one of the big hotels of Canada, looks 
like a pool ‘sct in the basin between 
great overshadowing ..mountatns, 
clothed now. with woods to the tree 
Mine and now with glaciers, whose 
slowly melting waters give a robin'’s 
cag blue-to the-iake; which comes 
from the infinitesimally small parti- 
clea of matter héld tp’ suspension. 
The lake water’ are “cver cold, but 
there is a spring near the chalet 
which pours out a little stream of 
sparkling water only five degrees 
above freezing. 


Overhanging the lake at the fat 


end, which is but litthe over a mile 
distant, is the massive glacier of 
Mount Victoria. Should you chance 
to waken early, before the winds of 
the day are abroad, you will see the 
great wall of icc and snow mirrored 
in the calm waters of the Jake, and 
in the rosy glow of the risigg sun 
the Imagination fs Gred and the spirit 
uplifted. There ix Alpine srandeur 
in the peaks and glaciers and soar- 
Ing distances, and the world will 
know it better when writers and art- 
ists and travellers have done their 
part as they have in older lands. 


A few hundred {cet higher, along 


a gently sloplug path, is Mirror 
Lake, well named, tor it ts shut off 
from breezes by an encircling forest 
and a great cliff called the Beehive, 
whosy tapering form and horizontal 


bands of red and grey rocks suggest 
{ts name. When I visited It one 
September there had been a Nght 
sifting snow during the night, and 
the evergrecas [ringing the path and 
the lake were powdered with the 


decoration that comes to the moun- 
tains only to beautily and make moro 
memorable scenes that are already 
something to carry lo the grave, 


Lake Agnes, a little farther, the 
highest of the “lakes in the clouds,” 
in a wild tarn surrounded by checr- 
less clifa. A narrow fringe of trees 
guards one end, and either side is 
bordered by barren angular stones. 
The towering walls of a great amphi- 
theatre keep out the sun and allow 
the snow to linger here all summer. 
One year the ice did not melt away 
till the end of July, and a thin sheet 
of ice often forms on summer nights, 
The scene is one of utter loneliness 
and desolation, with range for the 
eye and imagination far over the nest 
of mountains visible from the look- 
off. The faint patter of a rivulet ts 
echoed from the opposite cliffs and 
the murmur Is at the mercy of fickle 
breezes, The marmot’s whistle is 
startling, and once a visitor hurried 
back to the chalet and reported ha 
had heard the signal of robbers or 
of Indians about to commence au 
attack.

A MUSEUM OF MATCH-BOXES. 


Englishman Has No Fewer Than 760 
Different Kinds. 
-Collecting as a hobby takes Yar- 
ious and often curfous forms, but of 
them all none Is more novel than that 
to which Mr. James Miller, of Wands- 
worth, England, bas for the past six- 
teen years devoted his attention. 

Mr, Miller's “pecullar form of in- 

sanity,” as he terms it, consists of 
collecting match-boxes, of which he 
now boasts no fewer than 700 dif- 
ferent kinds, 
*{ have match-boxes from France, 
Germany, Sweden, Norway, Polard, 
Cxecho-Slovakia, Holland, Gallipoll, 
Russia, Turkey, America; Iceland, all 
our Dominions, and many other coun- 
tries,” Mr. Miller told a newspaper 
man. “One box, labelled “The First 
Match,” is sald to have had had its 
origin in the Garden of Eden. How- 
ever, I have an open mind on the 
subject! : 

“The idea of making a collection 
of match-boxes came to me quite un- 
expectedly. I had been something 
of a naturalist and had collected but- 
terfiies and other natural history ape- 
cimens. One day some one handed 
me a match-box bearing the date 
1754, and displaying a quaint adver- 
tisement of the Edinburgh-to-London 
coach. It read: 

*“All that are desirous to pass from 
Edinburgh to London or any other 
place in the road, let them repair to 
the ‘White Horse Cellar,’ in Edin- 
burgh, at which place they may be 
received In a stage coach every Mon- 
day and Friday, which performs the 
whole journey In eight days (if God 
permits) and sets forth at five in the 
morning.

"This can’t be the only interest- 
ing match-bor in the world,’ 1 
thought to myself, and almost at once 
I started to form my collection. Of 
course, I do not collect th: ordinary 
boxea with which everyone is famil- 
far, but only the little-known varie- 
tles. From the day I started the col- 
lection, new specimens began drifting 




















way. 

“They have come to me from per- 
a2ons In widely different walks of Iife 
—trom explorers, travellers, sailors. 
soldiers, sportsmen, actors, at least 
one well-known diplomat, commercial 
travellers, postmen, railwaymen, po- 
Meemen, and numerous other people, 
acne of whom were totally unknown 
to me. In fact,I can say that, apart 
from the satisfaction afforded me by 
the hobby itself, it bas brought me 
many new and valued friends.” 

One of the most interesting items 
in this unique museum is a match- 
box nine inches long and three 
inches wide. The smallest specimen 
fs .a circular box only an Inch fn 
width. ° ‘ 

Other curious boxes are labelled 
with pictures of Captain Webb, the 
Channel swimmer, demons and fair- 
fea, London at night (illumined by 
matchiight!) dancing dervishes, and 
maembers of the Royal Family extend- 
Ing over several generations. A Span- 
ish match-box in the collection Is 
strongly reminiscent of a mousetrap 
both fn shape and size; while a Jap- 
antse box {fs painted dead black, on 
which are inscribed strange letters. 

“A curious point about matches,” 
sald Mr. Miller, “is the number of 
makes ‘whose names begin with the 
letter “S."" There are no fewer than 
elghty-three kinds having the initial. 
The letter ‘C’ comes second, with six- 
ty odd kinds. So far as I can find, 
there are no brands whose names be- 
gin with ‘J," although nearly every 
other letter in the alphabet is repre- 
sented, There are two names begin- 
ping with °Z’ and one with ‘X.’ 

“Have I ever been offered a forg- 
ery? In the first place, I don’t think 
{t would be worth anyone's while to 
make one, and, secondly, I don’t 
think I could be deceived. I 
have by no means exhausted the pos- 
sibilities of the world in the matter 
of match-bores, but, like the connis- 
seur In old china or old books, know 
“what's what,” even though it does 
not happen to be in my collection.”* 









Britain's Biggest. Dome.

The dome of the Reading-rvoom of 
the British Museum is thirty feet 


60,000 square fewt of glass, and 
weighs 4,200 tons. Beneath it are 
housed two and a halt million books 
rand manuacripts on fifty miles of 
shelves and in countless presses. 
Here ts found the largest collection 
of Bibles in the World. There are 
27,000 volumes in Chinese, 12,000 in, 
Hebrew, and 13,000 in other Oriental 
languages. The largest bouk in the 
world, ap atlas weasuring 5 feet 10 
inches by 3 feet 2 inches, is to be 
found here, also an encyclopedia of 
Chinese literature which cost the na- 
tion £1,500. it consists of 5.060 
volumes.

Doubliu, Aug. 223—The cost ot living 
in the Free State continues to be high- 
er than in Great Bnitain or in Ulster.

Th 
créer to endure a protracted fast, how 
ever a perron must have water in 
sufficient quantity, for without water 
death will almost certainly occur tm 
a few days. Moreover, lack of food 
can be eadured much longer if the 
body is kept warm and the faster ab- 
stains from exercising; for maintain- 
Ing body heat and producing energy 
are among the chief uses of food. 

Fasting {s often of extreme value in 
treating and in preventing disease. 
Most of us eat more than we need; the 
result is that the vital functions are 
overtaxed in getting rid of the surplus 
pnd often the surplus accumulates and 
fermenting and decomposing, becomes 
a source of autointoxication that caus- 
es much: ill-health. An occasional fast 
of a day or two fa therefore often bene 
ficial, for it gives the system time to 
catch up with its tank of disposing of 
refuse. Better than fasting of course 
would be greater moderation {n eat- 
ing, for that would make fasting un- 
necessary, 


fut dangerous. One serious effect of 
prolonged fasting is a condition of ac- 
idosia that may Increase to such a de- 
Free as to cause death in coma even 
before the nutritive reserves In the 
tody are congumed.
